Produces 33.7% of '29 
Total, as Compared 
With Ford’s 34.7% 


EW YORK, Jan. 

Analysis of the produc- 
tion of automobiles by Amer- 
ican manufacturers in 1929 
reveals that the output was 
almost equally divided among 
three groups, namely Ford, 


General Motors and the rest’ 


of the industry. . 

Ford produced 1,951,000 cars 
and trucks, equal to 34.7 per cent. 
of the total production of 5,- 
621,000. General Motors turned 
out § 1,899,000 automobiles, this 
amounting to 33.7 per cent. of the 
total. This left 1,771,000 units for 
the rest of the industry, equal 
to 31.6 per cent. 

These figures would indicate that 
the Ford Motor Company, with its 
present product, will never

It favored increase 
number of patrolmen, and 
asked for a state drivers license law 
It approved a safety responsibility 
act based on the lately enacted New 
York law. 

It asked a flat $10 
passenger car licenses and a 
per cent. reduction in truck 
censes the loss in revenue to be 
made up by gasoline tax. It also 
asked the elimination of city driving 
licenses and plates. 

It pointed out $700,000 was col- 
lected in 1929 on the quarter-cent 
inspection tax on gasoline and oil, 
whereas the inspection cost the 
state $67,000 and asked either the 
abolition of the tax, or more effi- 
cient inspection.

Crakshaft Used 


A four-bearing crankshaft is fea- 
tured in the Willys Six. By virtue 
xf its relatively short stroke and 
its large main and pin bearing di- 
ameters there is an overlap in sec- 
tion of pin and main bearings, so 
that the webs of the shaft are not 
exposed to bending, but are entirely 
in torsion. This construction § is 
claimed to avoid the deflection 
which follows a weak web and thus 
gives a smoother action to the en- 
gine and practically eliminates 
periodic crankshaft vibration. 

The camshaft also has four bear- 
ings and is driven with a silent 
chain from the crankshaft. This 
chain drive differs from previous 
practice in that it drives only the 
cam shaft instead of driving both 
generator and camshaft. This prac- } 
tice permits of a much larger chain 
in which the whip or movement of 
the chain is materially reduced. 
The chain is 144 inches wide. 

The tappets operated by cam- 
shaft are of the chilled cast iron 
head with steel shank construction. 
The valve stems immediately above 
the tappets are provided with a 
hollowed washer to take the spring 
thrust, and this washer in turn is 
supported by two half bushings

Eliminate Present 
Mental Attitude 


By WILLIAM H. WILSON 

E ARE hearing a great deal 
\ these days about the useless- 
ness of the automotive jobber— 
altogether too much in fact. 

If there were any substantial 
grounds for the extravagant claims 
of the man, or men, or organiza- 
tions, who are hollering “eliminate 
the middleman,” “buy direct trom 
the factory.” “the high cost of dis- 
tribution can be blamed on the 
jobber” and the like, we might have 
reason to be patient with the atti- 
tude and attempt to reason the thing 
out; we might attempt to seriously 
seek for some other channel of dis- 
tribution. 

As a matter of cold, hard fact, 
no other channel of distribution has 
been found that is more economical 
than the present jobber set-up as it 
exists in the automotive industry, 

It has been proved by the sad ex- 
perience of a good many manufac- 
turers that the “buy-direct-from- 
the-factory” route is a rocky one, 
and one that usually elevates dis- 
tribution costs instead of lowering 
them. It is most significant that 
most manufacturers who have sup- 
ported the idea in the automotive 
field have either eventually turned 
te the jobber or have turned to the 
wall. 

There have been one or two ex- 
ceptions to this, however; mostly 
in the case of small tool manufac- 
turers. We find that several hand 
too] factories are selling direct to 
the mechanic—and are successful. 
From this we may assume that in 
this particular line of equipment 
the factory-to-you policy is a good 
one, and one that works out to the 
profit of all concerned. 

But the real reason this pplicy is 
working for the manufacturers in- 
volved lies with the jobbers! 

It is because the jobbers’ sales- 
men wont attempt to sell hand 
tools. An instance that goes to 
prove this statement was reported a 








er, and telling him he should cut out 
the middleman and buy direct from 
the factory. 

The first thing the united hard- 
ware wholesalers did was to take 
stock of -themselves and their 
| Services. This should be also the 





short time ago by a New England 
jobber. One of his salesmen de- 


tools if he really set out to try— 
maybe he could sell enough of them 
to repay him for the effort. 

So this jobber’s salesman got a 
kit together and started out to visit 
a garage in his locality between 12 
and 1 o'clock, figuring that at that 
hour he would be able to get the 
mechanics to listen to him. 

The results of that visit so 
amazed him that the next day he 
visited another shop in his ter- 
ritory and again he sold more 
small tools in one hour than he 
had taken orders for in the past 
six months. This convinced him 
that he could well afford to de- 
vote an hour a day to the sale of 
small tools, and ever since he has 
been piling up sales records in 
this type of equipment. 

The story is simple. 
these mechanics had been buying 
their tools from the peddler; they 
hadn't even considered the regular 
jobber for these tools. or, if they 
did think of him, the couldn't 
arrange to stop in at his store dur- 
ing store hours and, of course, when 
they quit for the day, all thought of 
buying anything connected with 
automobiles was out of their heads. 

It would therefore seem that any 
jobber who handles small tools 
could really make them worth-while 
items if he would tear a leaf from 
the page of the peddler and beat 
him at his own game. 

This one example, since it is so 
unusual, is enough to upset the ac- 
cepted theory that the direct-from- 
factory method of distribution is 
the successful one in the case of 
small tools. Perhaps. as matters now 
stand, it is successful, but if job- 


| bers’ salesmen all over the country 


would take that one hour a day, 
three or four days a week, and really 
set out to sell small tools, they 
would take the business right out 
of the hands of the peddlers. 

They could without doubt sell a 
better tool and show a wider range 


| of tools than does the peddler, and 


they could sell these tools for less 
money, because of their accessibility 
to large stocks. 

And as it is with small tools, so 


Previously , 


| 

| it is with every other resale item in 
| the automotive industry. If the 
| jobber would really expend some in- 
| telligent consideration to his mar- 
keting problems, not handle too 
|many lines and put enough men 
on the job to push the lines he does 
handle, there would be no criticism 
of his economic necessity. 

As matters now stand there is 
entirely too much such criticism— 
too little credit given to the jobber 
for the good work he is doing. 

After all, nobody has installed the 
wholesaler in office; he has 
evolved through economic necessity; 
he is a product of American big 
business and as such he performs 
a necessary function. This is not 
alone true of the automotive in- 
dustry; it holds equally in every 
other branch of industry that re- 

| quires national] distribution. 

The same criticism that is lev- 
eled at the automotive jobber is 
leveled also at the hardware job- 
ber and at the electrical jobber 
and at all other jobbers, and it 
is having its effect, if only on the 
7 of those in the wholesale 
leid, 


In an effort to combat this influ- 
ence we find a group of hardware 
jobbers in the Missouri River zone 
have started jointly to tell their 
customers about the service the 
hardware wholesaler performs. 
Seventeen of them have inaugurated 
a joint advertising campaign in 
which they are going to educate 
the retailer to what the wholesalers 
really mean to the trade. 

There are sound reasons why this 
is a splendid idea and one which 
could be adapted with profit by the 
wholesalers of the automotive in- 
dustry. Business methods. are 
changing. Established methods of 
distribution are challenged, Chain 
stores, mail order stores, depart- 
ment stores and shop-to-shop ped- 
dlers are getting a lot of the auto- 
motive business just as they are 
getting a lot of the hardware busi- 
| ness. Retailers and wholesalers 
| alike are worrying about this. On 
|top of it all, a number of small 
|manufacturers are sending their 
men direct to the retailer, the deal-

The general managers of those 
seventeen hardware houses then 
jotted down their conception of the 
ten best reasons for the existence 
of the hardware jobber. These 
reasons were studied carefully, 
boiled down and refined until 
they became the basis of a good 
man concise advertisements 
clearly setting forth the econom- 
ics of hardware’ wholesaling. 
These ads are beginning to > 
pear in the trade papers of the 
territory. Thus, the message of 
the importance and indispensable 
functions of the hardware whole- 
salers today is being carried 
monthly to 8,000 hardware deal- 
ers, 

The next step of the Missouri 
River Valley hardware wholesalers 
was to conduct a contest through 
the co-operation of their trade pub- 
lication in which cash prizes were 
offered for the best 500-word es- 
says justly the existence: of the 
hardware jobbing houses. 

This contest was open only to 
wholesalers’ employees. Hundreds 
of letters came in. Many employees, 
for the first time, were encouraged 
to study the wholesale business and 
find out what it is all about. It 
stimulated much interest among the 
younger members of the jobbers’ 
establishments and gave them more 
interest in their work. 

But this was not all. Another con- 
test was started in which the deal- 
ers who read those page advertise- 
ments were invited to participate. 
It was hoped that through these 
letters and essays some idea of the 
effect of the advertisements on the 
retailers would be gained, and it 
proved that the advertisement were 
distinctly worth while. 

These methods of the hardware 
dealers in the Missouri River Valley 
are merely a forerunner of the sort 
of effort that is very soon going to 
be required of wholesalers in all 
divisions of industry and particu- 
larly those in the automotive in- 
dustry. 

Of course, there is a wholesale 
function to be performed; of 
course, the present wholesalers 
can perform it—if they will real- 
ize that they are up against hard 
going for a while and will get to- 
gether and combine their efforts 
to a certain definite end—edu- 
cation. 

| Already steps have been taken 
for combined advertisements for 
|several groups of jobbers in the 
| East, and doubtless other groups in 
other parts of the country are con- 
templating similar action. But what- 
| ever is done in each locality to kill 
|the cry, “Down With the Whole- 
saler,” should be gotten under way 
| with the advent of 1930. Jobbers 
;can’t get together too soon in an

CHICAGO, Jan. 25.—The exhibit 

of the Pierce-Arrow Motor Car 
Company at the Chicago National 
Automobile Show includes three 
new lines of straight-eight cars. 
These new lines are designated as 
the A, B and C classes. 

The A group is powered with 4 
3's by 5 inch engine, while the en- 
gine of the B group has a 3% by 
43, bore and stroke and the C en- 
gine a bore and stroke of 3% by 4%. 

The prices range from $2,292 to 
| $6,250 f. 0. b. on the three groups. 

The first of Pierce-Arrow's new 
groups, A, comprises its most lux- 
urious models, largely of chauf- 
feur-driven design. These are 
mounted on a chassis of 144-inch 
wheel base, slightly larger than its 
predecessor, and introduce the 
most powerful of all Pieree-Arrow 
engines—132 horse power by brake 
test.

A new roadster model, which

York show, will be one of the fea-

General Motors has been the big- 
gest gainer over the years between 
Ford’s former peak and his climb 
back toa similar peak in production, 
although not in percentage of pro- 
duction as compared to the whole 
industry. Motors’ produc- 
tion in 1924 was 587,000, and it had 
climbed to 1,899,000 in 1929. This 

, percent- 
age of the whole output from 16 per 
cent., in 1924, to 33.7, in 1929, a gain 
that was due largely to the remark- 
able gains made by Chevrolet. 

Another remarkable feature of the 
years from 1924 to 1929, inclusive, is 
the fact that the rest of the indus- 
try outside of Ford and General 
Motors held its own in percentage 
of production. Its percentage of the 
total in 1929 was 31.6, as compared 
with 31, in 1924. This was accom- 
plished by an increased production 
of this section of the industry from 
1.156,000, in 1924, to 1,771,000, in 1929. 

The part that Chevrolet has 
played in General Motors’ climb te 
its present position is illustrated 
by the fact that the preduction of 
this unit of G. M. increased from 
309,000, in 1924, to 1,301,000, in 1929, 
a really remarkable gain for a car 
competing with Ford at a higher 


price. 
Among the larger gains in pro- 
duction made by the other manu- 
facturers in the years 1924 to 1929 
were those of Hudson, Willys-Over- 
land, Studebaker and Chrysler.

HICAGO, Jan. 25.—Durant Mo- 

tors, Inc., has expanded its 
1930 line, which is being presented 
at the National show here by the 
addition of two brand new six 
cylinder models, the 6-14 and the 
6-17.. The model 6-14 is designed

6-17 engine has a bore of 3% inches

Given Good Wel- 


come at Show 


CmCAGO, Jan. 25.—Oakland'’s 
V-type eight-cylinder line 
will be the focal point of interest 
at the exhibit of the Oakland Mo- 
tor Car Company at the Coli- 
seum shew. This new line, an- 
nounced early this month, was 
heartily received at the New York 
show, and the officials of the 
company are looking forth to 
equal popularity for it here. 

The company also will show sev- 
eral models in its new series Pontiac 
Big Six line. These two cars give 
the company a wider coverage of 
the market, and offer fourteen body 
styles, with prices ranging from 
$745 to $1,195. 

The new Eight is powered by a 
V-type engine. with a bore of 3:% 
yasches and a Stroke of 35% inches 
giving a piston displacement of 251 
cubic inches and developing 85 
brake horse power A new type 
self-energizing four-wheel braking 
system offers a wide margin of 
safety in traffic driving 

The Pontiac new big six 
is powered by a six-cylinder L-type 
engine with a bore of 3,5; inches and 
a stroke of 3% inches. giving a 200- 
cubic-inch piston displacement and 
developing 60 horse power at 3,000 
revolutions per minute. In addition 
to the improved engine many engl- 
neering advancements have been in- 
corporated in the brakes, steering 
gear, springs, wheels and gear set 

Both the Pontiac and Oakland 
lines are equipped with three-speed 
gear sets 

In the new Oakland eight a fea- 
ture contributing to the solidity of 
the power plant is the fact that 
both blocks of cylinders and the 
crank case are formed in a single 
compact casting, heavily ribbed, 
both vertically and _ horizontally. 
Compact design of the power plant 
is indicated by the dimensions of 
the block, 25,% inches long by 18% 
inches wide. by 13}2 inches high. 
The comparatively short design of 
the V-type engine has enabled the 
designers to retain the wheel base 
of the Oakland six, 117 inches, while 
allowing even more passenger room 
iu the various bodies. 

The horizontal valve assembly 
works from a sturdy three-bearing 
cam shaft which extends through 
the V of the two cylinder banks 
and is protected by removable cov- 
ers, rendering it extremely accessi- 
bie. The valve stems carry a new 
design of easily removable valve- 
spring retainers and the valve- 
spring action is controlled by damp- 
eners which eliminate spring surge 
and prevent breakage.
